
'Everybody gets a fair crack' 


Lib Dems dismiss claims that Conservative councillors cannot make their voices heard 


T HE recent local elections were a ‘missed op¬ 
portunity’ and the increased Liberal Democrat 
majority will ‘slow down democracy’ accord¬ 
ing to former councillors. 

Former Conservative Bridport town councillors, 
Keith Day and Roger Stoodley, fear that the new Tory 
councillors will struggle to get their voices heard after 
the Liberal Democrats increased their stronghold on 
the council. 

Re-elected Lib-Dem councillors have rubbished the 
claims, stating that the council is fairer than Conser¬ 
vative run authorities and offers everyone the chance 
to share their views. 

Former town councillor Roger Stoodley chose not 
to stand for re-election. He said: “It was always very 
difficult to get your point across because they do have 
such a large majority, and it slows down democracy 
considerably. Anybody who is in the minority will 
find it difficult to have their points considered. 

“Whenever there is a big issue to be discussed the 
Liberal Democrats will meet beforehand and make 
their decision and nobody else has a chance to have 
their voices heard. 

“The recent election was a missed opportunity to 
even up the balance on the town council.” 

Chairman of the Bridport Conservatives and West 
Dorset District Councillor Keith Day added: “I am 
sure the Conservatives on the town council will do all 
they can to help shape the town council strategy, but 
they will struggle.” 

He cited last year’s mayoral elections, in which for¬ 
mer councillor Roger Stoodley was proposed as a can¬ 
didate, as an example of the Lib-Dems exerting their 
dominance.

“The Lib-Dems made a decision, outside the coun¬ 
cil, without consulting anyone other than Lib-Dems - 
and would not even consider an excellent and well-re¬ 


spected Conservative alternative, Roger Stoodley. 
Many decisions appear to be taken by a selected group 
of Lib-Dem councillors and then taken to the town 
council,” he said. 

Despite their concerns, the new leader of the town 
council, Lib Dem Martin Ray, said the argument 
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sounded like “sour grapes”. 

“The nature of our candidates is so diverse that I 
think we get all sides of the argument across,” he said. 

“We don’t just want to listen to councillors we want 
to listen to the whole of Bridport. I don’t think they 
have a leg to stand on in that argument, we want to 
hear from absolutely everybody.” 

Deputy mayor, Councillor Maggie Ray added that 
the diverse range of the new council would make it 
“the best ever” and that the new council was “not in 
the business of shutting people up”. 

Following the recent local elections the Lib Dems 
now hold 13 of the 18 seats on the council. 

Despite this stronghold former leader of the town 
council, Liberal Deomcrat Dave Rickard said the 
council was the fairest council or organisation he had 
ever been a part of. 

“If you compare the way we run our council in a co¬ 
operative way, with the way with let’s say WDDC or 
DCC (both Conservative majority councils) run theirs, 
I really can’t see how they have a leg to stand on,” he 
said. 

“To say they didn’t have their voices heard is just 
rubbish, they get access to all committees and are al¬ 
lowed to speak at any committee. We are not afforded 
to do that on the other councils. 

“I have never been in a more democratic, open coun¬ 
cil or organisation. It’s really fair and everybody gets 
a fair crack. Of course if you express a view and you 
are in the minority you will get voted down by the ma¬ 
jority but that is democracy.” 
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CHRIS Topp, 20, has recently moved to Dorset 
having grown up in Watford, North London. 

After a decade spent holidaying at Highlands 
End Holiday Park in Eype, Chris moved to Brid- 
port with his parents last year. 

Chris is currently working as a cafe assistant 
at Wood Farm Caravan and Camping Park in 
Charmouth, but this week will start his new 
role as a pool attendant. 

Chris is a big sports fan, following Chelsea FC 
and Saracens Rugby Club. He represents The 
Clock House Inn, Chideock in the local darts 
leagues and later this year hopes to join a local 
football team. 


■ WHAT do you like most about living in West 
Dorset? 

It’s a lot quieter than North London for a start. As soon 
as I came down here I settled in quite well because I 
had been coming to Highlands End Holiday Park at 
Eype for about ten years. Because of that I knew the 
area and have settled in really well. I’ve got some re¬ 
ally good mates here now. 

■ WHAT would you like to change about the 
area? 

The amount of jobs that are on offer here. In North 
London there were so many more job opportunities 
than we have down here. Here you don’t have many 
options and you mainly find tourism jobs. 

■ WHAT would be your ideal job? 

Plumbing probably, I’ve been looking into it quite a 
bit and was going to write to all the plumbers around 
here to try and get an apprenticeship. I’m not sure why 
that appeals to me, I think I just want to get a career 
rather than a job. 

■ HOW does life here compare to North London? 

It’s a lot more relaxed. You don’t have to watch your 
back all the time here, you did in Watford because of 
the crime. Where I lived then and where I live now are 
just completely different places. 

■ WHAT do you think of the facilities for young 
people in the area? 

It seems that you have to travel far to do something 
fun. For example, if you want to go bowling or laser 



quest then you have to go to Bournemouth, Wey¬ 
mouth or Dorchester. There is nothing around Brid- 
port like that. 

■ WHAT is your favourite sport? 

My massive passion is rugby. When I lived in Watford 
I followed Saracens and have done since I was about 
eight-years-old. I’m going to the final of the premier- 
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ship at Twickenham on Saturday. Hopefully we’ll win 
it this time, which will be a better result than last year. 

■ WHAT was the last film you watched, book you 
read and CD you listened to? 

The last film I watched was Attack the Block, it was 
good, quite funny actually. The way they speak is so 
irritating though, because I used to hear it all the time 
back in Watford. Bravo Two Zero was the last book I 
read, that was good. I don’t really listen to CDs any¬ 
more but the last song I had on in my car was Love 
Goes Down by Plan B, remixed by Doctor P. 

■ WHAT do you like about working at Wood 
Farm? 

Well at the moment it is quiet, but apparently in the 
summer it does get really hectic in the cafe. That’s fine 
with me though because I will be at the pool by then. 
It’s quite laid back, the hours are good and it’s always 
nice to get a suntan while you’re working as well. 

■ HOW did your darts team do last season? 

We finished third from bottom. I came in to the team 
halfway through the season, we won a couple and lost 
a couple but didn’t get any trophies. Hopefully we can 
change that this year though. 

■ DO you plan to join any sports teams in the fu¬ 
ture? 

Hopefully, me and a mate are thinking of joining 
Charmouth Football Club, I just want to get more ac¬ 
tive. I went down for one training session at Bridport 
Rugby Club and it killed me so I didn’t go back.

Concerns over poor 
state of road surface 

A very bad reflection on West Bay' says motorcyclist 


MOTORCYCLISTS at West Bay 
fear that someone will soon be seri¬ 
ously injured if road surfaces are not 
repaired. 

Motorcyclists have been meeting at 
West Bay for decades and during 
peak summer months up to 150 a day 
will visit the seaside resort. 

Motorcyclists have become in¬ 
creasingly concerned about the state 
of a stretch of road around the island 
where they meet, opposite The 
George Inn. The main West Bay bus 
stop is also on this short section of 
road. 

West Dorset District Council have 
said they are currently working on a 
package to repair the road, but full 
details of repair works are not yet 
known. In the meantime the potholes

have been temporarily filled in with 
loose gravel. 

Motorcyclist Simon Beadle has 
been visiting West Bay with his bike 
since 1966. He said: “It has been like 
this since October last year and be¬ 
cause of the extreme weather condi¬ 
tions it has broken up the tarmac. 
They have just thrown this gravel 
down as a makeshift really. They 
haven’t solved the problem they 
have just taken the easy way out and 
done a remedial job. 

“My concern is for passengers 
from the coaches walking across, 
elderly people will be tripping up on 
this loose gravel and the potholes. 


Also there are very prominent holes 
coming in and going out so it’s very 
hazardous to the motorcyclists. 

“It’s very irresponsible of the coun¬ 
cil to turn a blind eye, the whole of 
this surface needs lifting up and 
being re-surfaced properly. 

“If someone has a serious accident, 
that will cost them more in the long 
run and it will be very bad publicity 
for the council. At the present time it 
is a very bad reflection on West 
Bay.” 

West Dorset District Council Tech¬ 
nical Services Manager, Steve Wool- 
lard, said: “We are putting together a 
package of work to repair the area 
which we aim to have finished be¬ 
fore the start of the peak summer 
season.”

LIVE debates, interviews with local musi¬ 
cians and Bridport’s answer to “The 
Archers” were just a few of the ideas put for¬ 
ward at the launch of Bridport FM.

There were some fantastic sugges¬ 
tions for programmes at the launch - really 
imaginative - and we look forward to seeing 
these take shape over the next few months. 

“We are planning to set up an training day 
for budding programme makers in June and 
will announce a date for this shortly.” 

A number of courses are being run in the 
autumn to generate further programme con¬ 
tent. These include Writing Drama for Radio 
led by writer, producer and director Paul 


Dodgson, and a song-writing 
course to inspire local bands, musi¬ 
cians and poets. 

The project will culminate in Feb¬ 
ruary next year when Bridport FM 
will broadcast to the town from a 
studio at the arts centre for one 
week.

A BRAVE disabled swimmer from Brid¬ 
port has raised £500 for Axminster’s 
Flamingo Hydrotherapy Pool by complet¬ 
ing a sponsored swim in record time. 

Caroline Gale suffers from Turner’s 
Syndrome, which affects her growth, and 
spastic diplegia, a form of cerebral palsy. 

Caroline has been attending the 
Flamingo Pool for three years but until 
March always swam with the help of arm- 
bands. 

After hearing that the facility needed to 
raise £9,000 for a new pool cover she 
ditched her armbands and set her sights 
on completing 20 widths of the hydrother¬ 
apy pool unassisted - equal to 100m. 

After weeks of practice Caroline com¬ 
pleted her challenge earlier this month 
under the watchful eye of her mum and 
her close friend Jude Hopkins, who she 
regularly swims with. 

Caroline said: “I was absolutely 


chuffed, I even took myself by surprise on 
the day by swimming distance in record 
time. I have had extremely wonderful 
support from everybody and it has been 
fantastic, I’d like to say a huge thank you 
to all concerned.” 

Money is still being counted but Caro¬ 
line is expecting to raise in the region of 
£500. 

Axminster Flamingo Pool Senior Fife- 
guard and Relief Duty Manager, Anne 
Seogalutze, added: “I’m really delighted, 
she deserves it. It was great to see how 
well she did, she is a very brave little lady 
and as soon as I get a chance I’m going to 
take her dancing to celebrate.

This week Tom joined BRIDPORT LEISURE CENTRE 
to try out two of the latest fitness crazes, spinning 
and Kinesis.

I went to university with

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his bacon without asking. 

Likewise I’m sure Luke 
wasn’t going to go easy on 
me as I had once called him 
by his brother’s name in a 
picture caption. 

Mike was first up to put 
me through my paces on a 
spinning bike. Unlike a 
normal exercise bike, a 
spinning bike has one fixed 
weighted flywheel, which 
basically gives you a more 
realistic cycling experi¬ 
ence. The wheel is directly 
linked to the pedals so once 
you get it going it’s not so 
easy to stop. 

The sessions are run to 
music played through a 
newly installed sound sys¬ 
tem, and the new fitness 
studio even has disco 
lights, making the evening 
sessions Bridport’s closest 
answer to a nightclub. 

Now many a morning at 
university I was woken by 
the sound of Mike playing 
his Barry Manilow album 
on full blast. Unfortunately 
for him the works of his 
favourite artist don’t trans¬ 
fer so well to a spinning 
session. 
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The music is generally 
high tempo to keep you 
pedalling fast, sometimes a 
slower song is used for the 
more endurance sections, 
but with 12 different ses¬ 
sions being run by various 
instructors there should be 
something to suit every¬ 
one’s taste. 

The instructors employ 
different techniques for 
each song to test the body 
in different ways so during 
one song you find yourself 
simulating a hill climb and 
the next you are perform¬ 
ing sprints. 

The beauty of a spinning 
class is that everyone can 
do it, as you perform to 
your own perceived level 
of excursion. 

If you have ever joined a 
much fitter friend for cir¬ 
cuit training you will ap¬ 
preciate this. It’s horrible 
struggling to do a push up 
while someone twice your 
age is doing them next to 
you with one arm, and 
singing along to ‘Eye of the 
Tiger’ in the process. 

In spinning we started 
pedalling on what we each 


deemed to be a level three, 
on a scale of one to 10, and 
by the end we were both 
working at our own individ¬ 
ual level 10. 

So despite Mike having a 
much higher level of fitness 
than me, we both followed 
the same routine and were 
both equally as tired at the 
end. 

After a short break to 
catch my breath Luke took 
me through the basics of the 
Kinesis system. Much like 
the spinning classes you 
work to your own levels 
with the resistance being 
adjustable to suit. 

The cable system makes 
Kinesis highly flexible and 
more than 250 exercises 
can be carried out using just 
one station. 

The system focuses on 
good technique and total 
body movements which 
work several muscle groups 
in one go. 

The versatility of the sys¬ 
tem means it can be used to 
achieve a number of differ¬ 
ent goals, whether you want 
to improve flexibility and 
balance after injury or you 
want to increase your 
power and strength for 
sports performance. 

In a past life I studied for 
a degree in Sports Science 
so I’m no stranger to the 
gym, but even with that 
knowledge I struggled on 
the machine and needed a 


lot of guidance from Luke 
to ensure my technique was 
correct. 

Its understandable then 
why the centre only has a 
few Kinesis systems as it’s 
specialist kit and those 
using it will need the expert 
guidance of the fitness in¬ 
structors to make sure they 
use it properly and get the 
most out of it. This also ex¬ 
plains why the sessions are 
run as six week courses. 

As with any exercise I 
imagine it won’t appeal to 
everyone but with free 
taster sessions it’s defi¬ 
nitely worth experiencing it 
for yourself. 

Mike and Luke guided 
me through the sessions ex¬ 
pertly and both are clearly 
equally knowledgeable and 
excited about the new 
equipment on offer. The 
new state of the art gym is 
already streets ahead of 
many in the area and the 
new Health and Wellbeing 
Studio perfectly comple¬ 
ments it. 

Physically this week’s 
challenge was by far my 
toughest so far but I thor¬ 
oughly enjoyed both ses¬ 
sions and intend to become 
a regular - just perhaps not 
six days a week. 

Spinning and Kinesis 
sessions are run Monday 
to Saturday and can be 
booked up to seven days 
in advance.

TRIPLE VISION PHOTOGRAPHY 
EXHIBITION ATTHETOWN MILL 


“TRIPLE VISION” is an exhibition from May 28th to June 5th 
in the beautiful space of Lyme’s Town Mill Malthouse, which 
brings together the work of three local photographers in their 
first collaborative show. As the title suggests, it will present 
three very different approaches to photography aiming to pro¬ 
vide a vibrant and inspirational display of work. 

John Marriage is a photographer with an interest in experi¬ 
mentation and abstraction. His inspiration comes from shapes 
and colours often literally abstracted from the environment, and 
from looking sideways at the world. This exhibition includes 
optical distortion, reflections in found surfaces, macro photog¬ 
raphy of everyday items, and the results of combining multiple 
images to explore depth of focus, dynamic range and spatial ex¬ 
tension. He uses both digital and traditional methods, including 
home-made and large-format equipment taking pictures on film 
or paper. 

Peter Wiles has developed his photographic work profession¬ 
ally since moving to Lyme Regis in 2003, stimulated by the vi¬ 
sual richness of the town and its setting, along with the 
extraordinarily high level of vibrant community activity. Much 


of his photography is community-based, documenting the town, 
its people and events and providing images for local organisa¬ 
tions. Special projects have included a series on people in their 
workplaces and also documentation of the coastal protection 
work that took place in Lyme Regis between 2004 and 2007. In 
contrast to his Lyme Regis-based work, he also enjoys other vi¬ 
sual challenges including urban photography. He enjoys photo¬ 
graphs that capture the moment, need time to be looked at for 
the detail they contain. Sometimes it's also good to have a bit 
of humour and quirkiness. 

Moya Paul has been painting for more years than she cares to 
admit but only took up photography when she retired - which 
turned out to be an open door into a whole new form of cre¬ 
ativity. As a painter and photographer, she enjoys working with 
local art and photography groups who provided the opportunity 
to develop new skills. As well as producing traditional images, 
she is experimenting with the incredible scope for photographic 
transfiguration now offered by digital tools. This enables her to 
make full use of the shapes, colours and moods of the original 
photograph and to allow the work to move into abstract shapes 

and designs. One of the 
exciting aspects of this 
work (and hard work it 
is!) is that each photo¬ 
graph seems to go its 
own way and no two 
results are ever exactly 
the same. She has been 
influenced by the time 
spent at college study¬ 
ing paintings by early 
cubist artists like 
Duchamp and some of 
her work reflects this.

Road Safety Minister 
Mike Penning said: 

"Uninsured drivers are 
a danger on our roads, 
killing 160 and injuring a 
further 23,000 people 
each year, and they cost 
honest motorists £500 
million in extra premi¬ 
ums. That is why we are 
introducing this tough 
new law which will leave 
uninsured drivers with 
nowhere to hide. 

"Our message is clear - 
get insured or face a 
fine, court action or see¬ 
ing your car seized and 
destroyed." 

Ashton West, Chief Ex¬ 
ecutive at the Motor In¬ 
surers'Bureau, said: 


"The change in law is a 
stepping up of enforce¬ 
ment activity, so that 
not only those vehicles 
driven without insur¬ 
ance will be caught. 
Now the registered 
keeper must make sure 
that their vehicle is in¬ 
sured all the time. 

"In order to make sure 
everyone is aware of the 
new scheme, a national 
awareness campaign 
will be shown on satel¬ 
lite and terrestrial TV 
channels. 

"Around four percent 
of vehicles have no 
motor insurance at any 
given time, and this 
needs to change so that 
is why this new enforce¬ 


ment approach is so im¬ 
portant." 

Under the new system: 

The DVLA will work in 
partnership with the 
Motor Insurers' Bureau 
to identify uninsured 
vehicles. 

Motorists will receive a 
letter telling them that 
their vehicle appears to 
be uninsured and warn¬ 
ing them that they will 
be fined unless they 
take action. 

If the keeper fails to in¬ 
sure the vehicle they 
will be given a £100 fine. 

If the vehicle remains 
uninsured - regardless 
of whether the fine is 
paid - further action will 
betaken. If the vehicle is 
on public land it could 
then be clamped, seized 
and destroyed. Alterna¬ 
tively court action could 
be taken, with the of¬ 
fender facing a fine of 
up to £1,000.

Vehicles with a valid 
Statutory Off Road No¬ 
tice (SORN) will not be 
required to be insured. 

The new law will run 
alongside the existing of¬ 
fence of using a vehicle 
with no insurance, which 
is enforced by the police.

BOB BUCKLER RACING 


Ethiopia eased out of four timer 


ETHIOPIA came within a short head of winning his fourth 
race in a row and achieving a first for trainer Bob Buckler 
who has never trained a horse that has won more than three 
on the trot. 

The eight-year-old has made light of the handicappers at¬ 
tempt to curb his winning habit having increased his rating 
from 81 to 89, then 98 and finally 105 as he continued the 
yard’s recent good spell since the start of the new season. 

However he was edged out at Towcester by Dennis The 
Legend in the Dalepak Ltd Handicap Chase over three 
miles after throwing down the gauntlet as they turned for 
home and opened up a three length lead on the field. 

However the winner, who had led the race for much of 
the time, rallied to pull alongside as they jumped the last 
and opened up a slight lead. Ethiopia came at him again but 
just failed to catch him at the line. 

“He ran another super race. He jumped well and galloped 
to the line, and who knows another few yards would have 
caught him. But that’s racing; you can’t win them all. Ob¬ 
viously you want to win, but you can’t blame anybody, 
that’s what the handicapper’s job is to produce good rac¬ 
ing.” 


Unfortunately jockey Nathan Sweeney was given a six 
day ban for overuse of the whip, something Buckler dis¬ 
agreed with. 

“I watched the race over a couple more times, and don’t 
really see what they banned him for. Yes, he was enthusi¬ 
astic, but the whips are so padded these days they don’t 
mark or particularly hurt the horse, but Towcester have been 
in the news recently for wanting to ban whips completely, 
so I suppose it was par for the course and we might have 
expected it.” 

Mister Matt finished third of four in the Dalepak Ltd 
Maiden Chase earlier on the card in what was a disappoint¬ 
ing result. Three of the four were always in the mix and ap¬ 
proaching the third last jockey Richard Johnson thought his 
horse was going to win, but on landing the other two broke 
away to leave Buckler’s charge, wearing blinkers for the 
first time, trailing home third. 

“It was a very disappointing run and we don’t know what 
the problem is yet. He is very headstrong and was fighting 
to go on early, and it might be that the blinkers fired him 
up a bit rather than having the opposite effect. In those sit¬ 
uations he doesn’t always breathe properly; holding his 


breath for a while and it may be that he just ran short of 
breath through that.” 

The eight-year-old may go again at Newton Abbot today 
(Wednesday) and if so Buckler is seriously considering 
abandoning the blinkers and giving him his head in the hope 
that he will settle down early. Culahill ensured that all the 
yard’s ten runners this season have finished in the first three 
when he was beaten into third place in the exciting finish 
to the Ladbrokes Handicap Chase at Worcester. 

Once again he had a tendency to jump right as he had 
done in his last race when he won at Wincanton where he 
pulled a front shoe that saw him jumping severely right to 
protect the foot. This time it was not so pronounced nor so 
often, but it appeared that maybe he was conscious of the 
fact, and this probably cost him the race which he lost by 
neck and a short head to Invisible Man. 

“I think that if he had not jumped right at the last he would 
have won the race,” said Buckler. 

“It was another league up in class and he didn’t disgrace 
himself at all. He may have been thinking about his foot 
and he is more a right handed horse than left, which 
Worcester is.”

Dorchester 1 st 

Ferndown Wayfarers 105 all out beat Dorchester 97 all out by 8 runs 
DORCHESTER crashed to an unexpected nine run loss in a low 
scoring game against second bottom Ferndown Wayfarers. 

On a very green track Dorchester's bowlers made life hard with 
plenty of movement with the new ball and Phil Morley (2-32) had 
Wayfarers captain Neil Sexton caught by his Dorchester counter¬ 
part Martyn Richards. Wickets fell regularly as Dan Belt (3-32) and 
Andy Mead (4-24) ripped through the hosts who only found re¬ 
sistance from Lee Dunham (15) and Chris Armstrong (13) to leave 
them 80-9. 

However Sankay Lankage (17 not out) and Richie Sellars com¬ 
bined for a crucial last wicket stand of 25, the significance of which 
was lost at the time. 

Dorchester fared little better when they batted, losing Dave 
Maslen in Robbie Stammas first over. Rob Waite and Adam Rendell 
(10) looked to be steadying the ship before Rendell was dismissed 
in bizarre circumstances. Edging to slips. Wayfarers claimed that 
the ball bounced up off of first slip's foot to be taken by Lee Dun¬ 
ham at second slip which was upheld. 

Waite soon followed, caught behind off the accurate bowling 
of Andre Jensen and at 35-3 Dan Belt was joined by Shaun Little 
(12) at the crease. Belt was bowled by Jensen before Little and 
Richards saw off Jensen and Stammas. 

However first change Dunham claimed the wicket of Richards 
with his first ball, caught behind off the glove, before Mead was 
run out and Little caught at slip both with the score on 58. With 
Sexton claiming two LBW decisions, Dorchester were rocking at 
75-9, but Krish Subramanian (19 not out) and James Dunham 
looked to be emulating Wayfarers last wicket stand and the tables 
were turning when Subramanian hit Sexton for a straight 6 to take 
the score to within nine of victory. Unfortunately Dunham was 
caught and bowled by Sexton to spark jubilant celebrations. 

A disappointed Richards said: "In truth surpassing a target of 
105 against any team and on any pitch should not have been a 
problem. On reflection it was a day for the bowlers and whilst con¬ 
gratulating Wayfarers on an incredible victory, we must work on 
the basics this week with a particular focus on discipline with the 
ball and sensible batting.

DESPITE a sparkling opening partnership of 176 between skipper 
Paul Payne and Dean Janaway (64), Weymouth could not capi¬ 
talise on it and were beaten by four wickets. 

Payne criticised his top order, including himself, for not getting 
enough runs this season, and Payne led by example with an al¬ 
most exemplary innings of 81, before Matt Spraggs dismissed 
both openers from which point the Seasiders innings stalled.

WEYMOUTH FC 

Rogers leaves Terras 

MARTYN Rogers has left Weymouth 
Football Club by mutual consent after 
he and the club failed to agree a play¬ 
ing budget for the coming season. 

Rogers joined the club in January 
with the remit to save the club from rel¬ 
egation from the Zamaretto Premier 
League, something he achieved on the 
last day of the season. 

The 56-year-old former Terras player 
who managed Tiverton Town for over 
20 years and led them to numerous 
non-league successes, used his expan¬ 
sive knowledge and skills to keep Wey¬ 
mouth in the league despite numerous 
off field rows during his short tenure. 

He had openly stated that he would 
like to stay at the club and help them 
to return to former glories, something 
he felt he could do with the right finan¬ 
cial backing. 

However following meetings with 
the club's board where Rogers was told 
of his budget for next year, reputed to 
be between £850 - £1,250 per week, he 
felt this was not adequate to be able to 
build a team that could challenge at 
the top end of the table. 


Following a fans forum where they 
had expressed their wish for the club to 
live within their means rather than ac¬ 
cept loans from former chairman 
George Rolls, the board felt compelled 
to take their view. 

The board are now looking for their 
16th manager in ten years with Roger's 
assistant Brendon King the favourite. 

He was interviewed for the position 
by the board on Monday, but no deci¬ 
sion will be made until next week when 
the club has had a chance to interview 
other potential candidates including 
former Terras favourite Alex Browne 
who recently left Wimborne Town. 

Other possible contenders are Brian 
O'Donnell who was caretaker manager 
at Dorchester Town at the beginning of 
2009, and current club captain Mike 
Fowler.

Vickers gets his man 

DORCHESTER Town unveiled their first 
signing of the new season when 
Christchurch teenager Ben Dickenson 
penned a one-year-deal on Saturday. 

Dickenson has been on the Magpies' 
radar for a number of weeks, with
